I\lr Hughes offered a resolution lor raising a 
committee to enquire into the necessity and ex- 
pediency of amending or repealing an act of last 
session, for the benefit of the Centre College; 
which resolution was rejected. Yeas 10 Nays

The Speaker laid before the Senate the re- 
port of the Chairman of the Board of commission- 
ers for the Lunatic Asylum; which was read as 
follows, to wit: 

To the Honorable the Genera! Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. 

The Commissioners of the Lunatic Asylum, in 
pursuance of an act of the Legislature, requiring 
them to report, annually, the condition of the m 
6titution beg leave respectfully to submit the lol- 
lotving, viz. 

That they had received from the public treas- 
ury, of this year’s appropriation (he sum of $7, 
500, and from private Individuals the further 
sum of $824 37; making, together with the bal- 
lance on hand of last year's appropriation, the 
sum of st 12-7-13 58. That they have expended, 
during the same period and up to the present 
time, the sum of $12 432 77 \ iz For the new buil- 
ding $5,735 7 1, for the purchase of additional 
furniture for the institution, $554 74; for making 
repairs, additions, and other permanent improve- j 
merits to the building and lot $151 82; forthesub-| 
sistencc of the lunatics and attendants $1 51544. ! 
fir the conveyance from different parts of the I 
state patients to the Asylum, $687 61 and for vu-| 
rious to her incidental expences as clothing, med- 
icine stationary wages, wood kc the further sum 
of $3 777 59 making altogether the sum of $12 
432 77; leaving in their hands at this time, unex- 
pended the balance of $315 81 tegether with $2 
AOO of this year’s appropriation, not drawn from 
the Treasury, as will more fully appear from the 
general statement and vouchers which were de- 
posited in the office of the Siiperintendaut, a tl 
recorded in the books of the institution. 

Your commissioners beg leave farther to state, 
that there were, as may he seen by a reference 
to their last annual report, thirty-three individ- 
uals who were at that time enjoying the full ben- 
efit ef this institution, tvv enty-seven of whom were 
supported by the munificence of the state, and 
the remainder were under coutracts made by the 
Board of Commissioners, with their fiiendsor 
gunrd.a'mi, to he supported out ot thrir individual 
estates. That there are at the present tune fif- 
ty-four individuals forty six of whom are suppnr- 
ted by the bountv of the state; the remaining 8, 
by contracts with their friends, two of whom are 
from our sister states. Within the last twelve 
months, seventeen persons have breen complete- 
ly restored to the exercise of reason, to t!u> joy of 
their friends and society, and have been dischar- 
ged as cured but lew may be considered as being 
partially reprieved; and though most of the re- 
mainder being cases of long standing or of most 
desperate character, seem not vet to have deriv- 
ed any essential benefit, yet hopes are still en- 
tertained by your Commissioners and the medi- 
c d Faculty ofTntnsy I veuia University, who have 
generously contributed their services gratuitous- 
ly that even some of these cases may yet termin- 
ate favourably. Seven cases of mortality have 
©ceured within the last twelve months. 

From the appropriation of the last Legislature 
and during the present year, your Commissioners 
have been enabled to erect one of the wings con- 
templated in the original plan of the budding the 
dimensions of which are 62 foot long by 22 feet 
wi le, and three story high; which affords 12coin 
luodious cells well adapted to the convenience 
•an I comfort of the maniacs who require separate 
apartments for their own quiet and repose, as 
well as to prevent an annoyance to those around 
them These apartments will he comfortably 
warmed without placing lire within their reach. 

Your Commissioners are, as heretefore, deep- 
ly impressed with the impor tance ami necessi- 
ty of erecting another ami similar wing to that 
which has been recently erected, which would 
render the establishment sufficently capacious 
•to accommodate all persons who might he sent 
there. It would, doubtless also ai'd much to the 
satetv ami convenience of the institution, if the 
whole ground was so enclosed as to prevent the 
escape of individuals who should be permited 
logo at large. As it now exists they must be 
pent up within two small en- 1 sorts, of he watched 
at an expence greatly disproportioned the value 
of a wall or fence 

Nor can they conclude their report. however 
imperfectly made w ithout indulging a hope that 
much need not he said to your honorable bo 
dy upon the importance of extending your patron- 
age to an institution, which has already received 
so much of your attention and care. To rsscue 
even one human being from the condition of in- 
sanity the most pitiable of any in creation to 
restore it to its family, its friends and count ryvto 
give hack its former personal & social enjoyments 
would he in some measure imitate the benigity 
of the God ofheavan from whom all those bles- 
sings (low. It will a If >rd to your honorable body 
mucu pleasure to coh tempi ale the happy results 
experienced from the operation of this institution 
both as regards the comfortable -condition of all 
the subjects under this government, and the com- 
plete restoration of many; nor can it fail toailord 
the satisf icti.m thus produced to know that the 
blessings of the establishment have not been ex- 
clusively confined to the citizens of our own state 
but they have hern extended to the citizens of 
our sister states who have not provided similar] 
institutions. I 

The commissioners will conclude this report of 
.soliciting from your honorable body, a committee

The Speaker laid help re the Senate the re- 
port ol the Board of Visiters of the Kentucky 
1‘enitentiary ; winch was read as follows, to wit : 
Frankfort, Nov. lath 1625. 

Dear S-ir: 

By an act of the Legislature, approved KNhof 
Jan. 1826. the Auditor Treasurer, Register and 
Attorney General were appointed a Board of 
Visilers to the Penitentiary, for the purpose of 
examining the state ofthat institution, the health 
of the convicts, 4he manner of dieting them, the 
■cleanliness of the dormitories and cells, rnd the 
treatment of the convicts generally, and to make 
i such mom'randa and observation as would enable 
them to report to the Legislature, their opinion 
as to the management and government of the in- 
stitution. In conformity to which they trow beg 
leave to make the following report, viz. 

On the first of Febuary last, three of the a- 
bove named visiters attended at the Penitentia- 
ty (it being tho day on which it was delivered in- 
to the hands of the present keeper.) They found 
the institution in the most wretched condition the 
convicts, 84 in number in want of an entire new 
suit of clothing suitable for the winter, the most 
of them having on linen garments, and them er.- 
tiiely worn through, and exposing their persons 
in many places to the weather The dormito- 
ries or cells in which the prisoners are confined 
at night and their bedding were filthy in the ex 
treme and mostly w orn out ; nor was there a soffi 
cient quantity to protect them from the cold. 
Some ol the frames for the beds were broken 
down; none of them much larger than necessary 
for one person; hut from there not teing a suffi- 
cient number of them they had to lodge two and 
some times three together. The cellsvvereih- 
sciui e, having only two small hasps and staples 
upon the upper doors and one on the lower with 
v cry indifferent padlocks, as the only securities a- 
gainst escapes. 

The new cells were in nn unfinished state, hav- 
ing no floors, (with the exception ol about ten in 
the upper story,) no doois hut three,- no plat- 
forms in front oflhem, nor were any of them 
plaistered. 

The top of the wall was finished by being shin- 
gled over, and the roof surmounted by a light 
frame, on which were laid planks as a walk tor 
the guard. This frequently afforded facilities to 
the convicts to make their escape. 

The yard was incumbered u ith stone and rub- 
bish which was left in tue erection of the new, and 
the remains of the old walls. Part of the yard 
was so extremely noxious, from neglecting to 
cleanse the necessary, as nut to he approached 
The meat house entirely vv it hoot !t:l s, blocks or 
furniture of any kind, and not a paitiile o! pro- 
visions on hand. The convicts filthy as well as 
ragged, and all in a slate of extreme neglect. 

»Jfhe. Board of Visiters have regularly visited 
the Penitentiary once in each month, since Mr. 
Scott has had possession, and have seen, with 
pleasure, the rapid improvement in the stale of 
the institution r The new cells are entirely fin- 
ished, and rendered secure, and as comfortable 
us they shou'd he; the frames on the top of the 
walls are removed; the stone and rubbish taken 
away from the yard, and the necessary cleansed,

I I. is necessity for discounting hills or changing of 
money is 001 ol modern invention, it was'produced 
by Ibe necessities ol society early in the history 
of oommerce, in Rome, banker were officers ol the 
government, notaries acted as brokers, cdtnuiis? 
sion merchants, and money changers. Afterwaids 
the free cities ol iialy finding the necessity of in- 
stitutions of this kind, it is said, first established 
banks as a place fur a common deposit ol no ney, 
and to negotiate hills of exchange About the year 
1 157, the bank of Venice w a» established, iu which 
Ml commercial negotiate ns were required by law 
to be transacted, and it proved a source of great 
usefulness to the slate and its citizens. In like 
manner the Genoese republic instituted a bank on 
the public revenue, which was found highly tenet 
ticial. Al subsequent periods, the banks of Am- 
sterdam, Rotterdam, and Hamburgh, were, in like 
manner, founded on the funds ol the public, and 
with equal utility, aqd shortly preceding, Ihe com- 
mencement of the eighteenth century, the Bank of 
■ .ugland was incorporated, and this grand monied 
engine has contributed greatly to the power ai d 
splendour of G real Britain. Political economists 
in America have now become convinced that hartkt 
are indispensable to fiscal transactions, and af- 
ter making the experiment of conducting the con* 
eerns of government without the aid of such an in- 
stitution, they deemed it necessary to grant a se- 
conu charter creating tiie present existing hank of 
ihe Fmted States. i\ow I will not venture tosay 
I like the plan of this institution entirely ; because 
I am not satisfied with the policy of the govern- 
ment going into partnership with individuals ; but 
I entertain no doubt of the utility efan establish- 
ment of the kind ; and 1 am equally well satisfied 
(hat a similar institution should be erected in tLia 
state by the Commonwealth. Therefore, in what- 
ever point of view 1 have been able to consider thi* 
sub,ect 1 cannot perceive the policy cfdestroyieg 
the Bauuul the Commonwealth.

During the civil war between Cnarles the First 
and Parliament, Richaid Lee and Sir Walter Ber- 
keley, being royalists, kept Virginia to its alirgi- 
anco, so that, after the death of the kiDg, Cromwell 
wasobliged to send some ships of war and trueps to 
reduce it. Berkeley and Lee, not being able to 
resist this force, but yet refusing allegiance to 
Cromwell, brought the commander of the squadron 
to a treaty, in which Virginia was styled ail "inde- 
pendent dominion." This treaty was ratified in 
England, as made with an independent. state. While 
Charles Ihe ijecund was at Breda, in Flanders, 
Richaid Lee hired a Dutch ship, and went over to 
the king, to know whether he could protect (his 
colony, if it returned to its allegiance to him; — but) 
finding no support could be obtained, he returned! 
to Virginia, and remained quiet until the death of 
t rotnwell. Upon this event, he, with the assistance 
ofSir William Berkeley, contrived to get Charles 
proclaimed “King of England, France, Scotland, 
Ireland, and Virginia,” two years before he was 
restored to the throne of Ins ancestors: In grati- 
tude for his loyalty, after the restoration, Charles 
ordered ihe arms of Virginia to be added to those of 
England, Fiance.
